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Donation puts youth driver program on road

DISADVANTAGED Geelong teens will 
receive driver training in a brand new 
Honda Civic thanks to a car dealer's gen- 
erosity. 

Rex Gorell Honda handed over a new 
vehicle to MacKillop Family Services on 
Wednesday for the community organisation 
to run its training program. 

MacKillop out-of-home car service direc- 
tor Bernard Lamb said the donation would 
ensure vulnerable young people about to 
leave MacKillop 's care had necessary skills 
to drive safely. 



"We wanted our young people to have the 
same opportunities as young people who 
live in a family environment," Mr Lamb 
said. 

"The support is invaluable. It allows our 
young people to gain the sorts of experi- 
ences that young people living with their 
families may get every day. 

Mr Lamb said the Gorell donation would 
be the program's first "dedicated car". 

"By learning how to drive and getting the 
important driving education they need, 
these young people will be able to not only 
be safe and responsible on the road but be 
able to engage with the community through 



better access to employment and training 
opportunities. 

"This donation is not just the keys to a 
car; it's the keys to great opportunities." 

Car dealer Brett Gorell called the 
$20,000 donation a sound investment in the 
safe future for many young drivers in 
Geelong. 

"It's a critical time in the lives of these 
teens because they can easily go down the 
wrong way on our roads," he said. 

"This is really going to teach them how to 
drive in a high quality, safe car, and we're 
proud to be apart of that."

Mayor 
attacks 
project 
' group'

COUNCIL and business groups 
have drawn battle lines over calls 
for a new body to oversee delivery 
of major projects in Geelong. 

Mayor John Mitchell defended 
council's track record on managing 
major projects after Committee for 
Geelong called for an independent 
regional body to take over the role. 

Committee chair Michael Betts 
called for a "single-purpose entity" 
to deliver major projects such as a 
Geelong convention centre. 

But Cr Mitchell said council 
could point to a number of success- 
fully completed projects. 

"The Skilled Stadium upgrades 
are one example we have success- 
fully project managed and the $31 
million Leisurelink facility is anoth- 
er," he said. 

"We've lobbied long and hard on 
the library and heritage centre and 
are only awaiting one more funding 
announcement before that project 
gets underway. 

"We're moving ahead with the 
Yarra St pier study as well as the 



mineral springs and convention 
centre. 

"All these projects need state and 
federal funding and it can be frus- 
trating to lobby for funding and 
await the outcomes but once we get 
the funding we've shown that we 
can deliver. I believe the city has 
done as much as can be done." 

Mr Betts said local government 
was "not the best model" for major 
project delivery. 

"Bodies that have some inde- 
pendence from local government, 
which are focussed on bringing all 
elements of a project together, might 
be better than allowing total control 
through council mechanisms. 

He believed progress on the pro- 
posed convention centre was "too 
slow". 

"The City has a whole series of 
conflicting roles and responsibili- 
ties and it has to act as judge and 
jury on some issues," he said. 

Geelong Chamber of 

Commerce's Bernadette Uzelac 
backed the committee.

HEALTH fears have prompted 
a community group to call for a 
halt to expansion of Alcoa's 
Anglesea coal mine, according 
to a spokesperson. 

Anglesea Air Action's Mike 
Lawrence said residents feared 
a lease renewal would allow a 
"dramatic expansion" of the 
open-cut mine, pushing it closer 
to homes. 

The former Greens candidate 
said residents feared the mine 



would release contaminants 
including arsenic, mercury, flu- 
orine, cadmium, lead, selenium 
and zinc into the air through 
coal combustion. 

Alcoa has sought a 50-year 
lease renewal and expansion 
approval from State 

Government. 

"In light of the increasing 
costs of pollution, the broad- 
scale environmental repercus- 
sions and long-term community 
health risks, we're confident 



coal mining is a thing of the 
past in our town," Mr Lawrence 
said. 

A public forum this month 
would air the group's con- 
cerns. 

"Environmental doctors" and 
other speakers would also 
attend, he said. 

An Alcoa spokeswoman dis- 
missed the claims. 

She said the company had the 
right to mine the area for 100 
years but had voluntarily elect- 



ed to "modernise" the terms. 

Claims of a "dramatic expan- 
sion" and health risks were also 
untrue, she said. 

"Alcoa's coal mine and 
power station has been part of 
the Anglesea community for 
over 40 years and is safe for 
employees and the neighbour- 
ing community. 

"The air emissions from the 
power station satisfy national 
and Victorian EPA limits that 
are protective of health".

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Rape reports soaring 
'as victims speak up*

A 31.7 PER cent surge in reports of sex 
attacks show a new strategy encourag- 
ing victims to come forward is work- 
ing, according to Geelong's top cop. 

Geelong Police Inspector Chris 
Gawne said the new statistics showed 
more victims were now coming for- 
ward because of increased awareness 
they would be "handled with care". 

"The increase is seen to be a posi- 
tive because people now have confi- 
dence these matters will be dealt with 
efficiently and respectfully," Insp 
Gawne said. 



"It's confirmation the city's new 
sexual assault department is working." 

The Independent reported in July 
that police believed centralising of 
investigators and counsellors into a 
new team had eased trauma on victims 
who were previously transferred 
between departments. 

Insp Gawne said many victims were 
also now coming forward about 
attacks from "some time ago". 

The latest statistics also revealed 
that non-residential burglary offences 
had skyrocketed 62.2 per cent in 
2010/2011. 



Robbery was up 15.4 per cent, 
assault 5.2 per cent and theft of motor 
vehicles 42.1 per cent. 

Insp Gawne said Geelong Police 
would continue its strategies to combat 
the crimes. 

He said the numbers were "of con- 
cern". 

"We're making the targeting of 
repeat offenders a priority; people who 
we know commit burglary as a way of 
life. 

"We also want to cut down on youth 
crime. 

"The community may not see an 



overnight result but we'd like to think 
we can see the numbers starting to 
trend down in the coming months." 

State Police Minister Peter Ryan 
said the Baillieu Government would 
honour its commitment to deploy an 
extra 1700 police and 940 new service 
officers before November, 2014. 

"The Coalition Government is pro- 
viding the largest single increase in 
frontline police numbers over one term 
of government in the history.... so that 
families can feel safe again on the 
streets, on public transport and in their 
own homes."

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Disabled 
advocate 
takeover

A SHEPPARTON takeover of 
Geelong's disability advocacy 
service has "shocked and sur- 
prised" members, according to 
a spokesperson. 

Barwon disAbility Resource 
Council chair Tina Gulino said 
her organisation was concerned 
the takeover might disadvan- 
tage people with disabilities. 

Disability Rights and 
Advocacy Service (DRAS) 
transferred its operations to 
Regional Information and 
Advocacy Council (RIAC) on 
Julyl. 

"Neither RIAC nor DRAS 
had discussions with us or 
other advocacy services in the 
region," Ms Gulino said. 

"We were not informed of 
the takeover despite having a 
partnership agreement." 

Ms Gulino said RIAC had 
taken over DRAS funds and 
funding contracts worth an esti- 
mated $100,000, she said. 



"The disability advocacy 
sector has worked hard to forge 
partnerships and networks to 
ultimately benefit clients. 
Inherent in these partnerships 
and networks is co-operation, 
transparency and openness. 

"The two local organisations 
were working together harmo- 
niously for the benefit of our 
local community." 

DRAS board chair Duncan 
Morris said the organisation 
would not have survived inde- 
pendently. 

"Competition for funding in 
the sector is strong, so the 
board decided the better option 
was to discuss merging." 

Mr Morris said he was 
unaware the takeover had caused 
concern within the sector. 

"DRAS is being liquated and 
its funds will be rolled over to 
RIAC to be used in the Geelong 
area. I'm just tidying up and 
not involved in any operational 
issues."

Wind jobs loss 
claim rejected 



BY TOM BENNETT 

STATE Government has rejected 
claims new wind farm legislation 
will cost Geelong an economic 
windfall. 

Federal Labor MP for 
Corangamite Darren Cheeseman 
said 1100 jobs and almost $3 bil- 
lion in investment were at risk. 

Ten major wind farm develop- 
ments within 150kms of Geelong 
would be lost to the state, he 
warned. 

But state Planning Minister 
Matthew Guy said he was 
unaware of any plans to cancel 
wind farm projects. 

The state's new legislation was 
part of a long-standing coalition 
policy to give residents control 



over wind farm development, he 
said. 

"We're committed to giving 
local communities a key role in 
deciding where wind farms will 
be situated and restoring fairness 
and certainty to the planning 
process. 

"It's important that while wind 
energy develops it does not do so 
to the detriment of rural and 
regional Victorians." 

Under the new legislation 
landowners will have the power of 
veto over the construction of wind 
towers within 2km of their homes 
and 5km of a town. 

Mr Cheeseman said the laws 
sound the death knell of many 
proposed wind farm projects. 

The Government had "blown 



away" construction jobs that 
would have been a "brilliant cush- 
ion" for the construction industry 
in times ahead. 

"It's an unbelievably stupid 
decision, particularly as it's based 
around extremist claims of anti- 
wind energy campaigners," Mr 
Cheeseman said. 

"Not only are jobs being 
thrown away, we also lose the 
opportunity of generating more 
than 1200 megawatts of clean 
energy, which (would) reduce our 
reliance on brown coal." 

The Independent reported earli- 
er this year that Baillieu 
Government policy to limit devel- 
opment of wind farms in coastal 
areas had stopped plans for a proj- 
ect near Torquay.

Geelong line's 
225.000 cheats

AS MANY as 225,000 V/Line 
passengers on the Geelong line 
are flouting ticketing laws each 
year, according to State Transport 
Minister Terry Mulder. 

The figure means V/Line was 
losing up to $2.13 million in tick- 
et revenue based on estimates with 
on-peak, one-way fares at $9.50. 

Mr Mulder said the Baillieu 
Government was taking action to 
reduce fare evasion after discov- 
ering that fare evasion was run- 
ning between two and six per cent 
between Marshall and Southern 
Cross stations. 

Mr Mulder, who released the 
figures to the Independent this 
week, said about 3.77 million pas- 
sengers, up 8.6 per cent on the 
previous year, used a single trip 
on the Geelong line in 2010/2011. 

Geelong remained V/Line 's 
busiest commuter belt line, he 
said. 

"Around 94 per cent of 
V/Line's Geelong line passengers 
did the right thing in 2010/2011 
and bought a ticket," Mr Mulder 
said. 

"The small minority on V/Line 
who refuse to use a fare, be warned 
- both conductors and V/Line's 
authorised officers are ever-vigilant 
because the majority of regular 
travellers know that fare evaders 
are ripping the community off. 

"Fare evasion costs the transport 
network some $80 million a year, 
which is money that would be 
reinvested into the system, so

those who fail to pay their way are 
ripping off all public transport 
users." 

Mr Mulder said between 
January 1 and August 28 this year 
824 passengers were fined for 
travelling without a ticket on 
V/Line services across the state. 

He said 571 V/Line passengers 
were fined for travelling on con- 
cession-discounted fares without 
evidence, 156 for liquor-related 
offences, 99 for feet-on-seat 
infringements and 24 for smoking 
aboard a train. 

Public Transport Users 
Association Geelong convener 



Paul Westcott said the numbers 
were "concerning" but feared they 
might be inaccurate. 

"How can they tell these num- 
bers, seeing the only real check on 
tickets are conductors and they're 
selling tickets as well?" Mr 
Westcott said. 

"There are ways around the 
system but it's not that easy. 

"On busy crowded services 
conductors may not be able to get 
to every passenger and can't 
always check concessions consis- 
tently, so if they're not doing that 
I'm a bit bemused at how they can 
come up with these figures."

Church's cafe 
plans opposed

REDEVELOPMENT plans 

threaten the "significance" of an 
historic church in Geelong, 
according to the National Trust. 

Geelong branch spokesperson 
Jennifer Bantow called the 1865 Mt 
Zion Particular Baptist Church in Lt 
Ryrie St an important building. 

But the redevelopment pro- 
posed to demolish part of the 
church's eastern wall and add a 
rear extension, she said. 

Heritage Victoria granted a per- 
mit for the development even 
though the church was listed on 
the state's heritage register. 

Mrs Bantow said the church 
deserved protection. 

"There are not many buildings 
still around from such an early date 
and as intact as this," she said. 

"I can't believe it received a 
permit for such extensive devel- 
opment. 

"There's no problem with 
changing the use to a cafe because 
that's often a good use of a his- 
toric building but the building can 
still be conserved and adapted to 
that use while respecting its his- 
torical significance. 

"This plan is in essence ripping 
off two sides of the building with 
development that is extremely 
inappropriate and unsympathetic 
to historical significance of the 
building." 

Mrs Bantow said the National 
trust would seek permission to 
object to the plans in a bid for an 
improved design.

Plans submitted to council pro- 
pose a cafe with 46 seats indoors, 
18 outdoors and 16 "alfresco". 

The rear extension includes a 
kitchen, storerooms, office and 
toilets. The redevelopment would 
turn a former baptismal font into a 
water feature. 

The permit conditions include 
the engagement of a heritage con- 
sultant, appropriate recording of 
the building, an interpretation 
plan and restoration work. 

The heritage entry for the 
church says it was historically sig- 
nificant for its religious associa- 
tion with the Strict and Particular 
Baptist Church. 

"The simple, classically 



inspired building with its plain, 
hall-like interior reflects the aus- 
tere nature of the denomination," 
the entry said. 

"The church is the oldest 
known extant church of the 
Particular Baptist Church in 
Victoria and one of only two still 
used for its original purpose." 

Church redevelopment designer 
Tony Preiato said his clients had fol- 
lowed Heritage Victoria and council 
protocols for several months. 

"We believe the extension 
respects the building. It's a simple 
form and we've retained the view 
from the street, so it won't detract 
from the historical significance."

Our hidden road toll

"EVERYONE knows someone impacted by road 
trauma." 

Road trauma counsellor Therese Bryant paused as 
the thoughts of some of those people flickered 
across her face. 

"It's like a disease; there aren't many of us who 
are untouched by the road toll or the hidden toll." 

Therese knows the impact of road accidents more 
than most, even in her own family. 

"I had a minor accident 30 years ago when a motor- 
cycle hit the back of a car when I was a passenger. 

"I suffered whiplash and I still feel the effects 
today." 

Therese is the Geelong coordinator for Road 
Trauma Support Services Victoria, a community 
organisation offering counselling, education and 
support services to accident victims. 

Therese's accident three decades ago was just the 
start. A car later struck her as a pedestrian and her 
brother suffered a broken pelvis in a collision as a 
19-year-old. 

More recently her youngest daughter was in a car 
that rolled three times, causing spinal damage. She 
recovered but now suffers osteoid arthritis. 

"I fell into this role through personal experience 
after working in loss and grief counselling for 20 
years," Therese said. 

"We've all done stupid things on the road. I cringe 
sometimes when I see what people do on the road. 

"All of those experiences led me to believe that 
education was the only way to do something about it." 

Therese admitted that few people would be aware 
of her organisation. 

"We provide free, professional, face-to-face and 
telephone counselling services to people who have 
been affected by motor vehicle crashes. 

"That could be bereaved family members, witness- 
es, drivers, first-on-scene, emergency service person- 
nel, families and friends of people injured in the crash.

"We also run a number of education programs on 
the personal impact of road trauma, early interven- 
tion programs and after the offence programs for 
culpable drivers and repeat traffic offenders. 

"A few of our volunteers share their personal sto- 
ries when they talk with offenders. 

"My experiences are nothing compared to theirs. 
It's an example of what can happen on the roads. 

"It's very sobering." 

Therese said she and her volunteers also visited 
groups, clubs and associations to spread their road 
safety messages. 

She said more information about the organisaiton

AS MARK Webber and Casey 
Stoner achieve podium finishes on 
motor racing tracks around the 
world, a Geelong track is producing 
winners as well. 

The sound of karts buzzing 
around the purpose-built track at 
Corio's Beckley Park has become 
synonymous with hosting major 
championships. 

Geelong Karting Club operates 
the track, virtually the home of the 
sport's national championships 
when hosted in Victoria. 

The tradition continues when the 



club hosts the 2011 Australian 
Rotax National Championships this 
weekend. 

The event attracts competitors 
from all over Australia to compete 
for the coveted Rotax Nationals 
Green Plate. 

President Denis Hogan said the 
club simply organised and success- 
fully ran more major karting events 
than any other in Australia.

"A track on the Melbourne side of 
Geelong was more desirable and 
closer for Melbourne karters," Denis 
explained. 

"With the Victorian Road Race 
club, we built the first 750-metre 
sprint and one-kilometre road race 
circuit on the east coast of Australia." 

The track was tested immediately, 
successfully hosting a 1979 Victor- 
ian Championships. 

Since then the club has hosted 
nationals in 1986, 1992 and 1998, a 
Bicentennial Kart Prix in 1988 and 
many state titles. 

Famous drivers to have raced at 
Beckley Park include Jamie 
Whincup, Mark Winterbottom, 
Garth Tander, Jason Bright, Russell 



Ingall and Formula One stars Mark 
Webber and David Coulthard. 

"These events are not easy to run 
because of the many regulations we 
have to adhere to," Denis said, "but 
as a club we always put on a great 
show and hopefully this weekend is 
no exception." 

Denis proudly listed the club's 
achievements including introduction 
of a timing system rivalling Formula 
One standards for accuracy. 

"Geelong Karting Club is in a 
league of its own when it comes to 
moving forward with new ideas to 
improve facilities for karters and we 
have more improvements listed for 
completion in the next couple of 
years. 

"We'd love to see more people 
here enjoying the best sport in the 
world."

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Flood of development 

HAS CITY of Greater Geelong's flood maps and the 
strategy behind them been well-planned and do they 
provide justice to those affected by them 
(Independent, August 19)? 

How is the data calculated for the one-in- 100- 
year extreme floods? 

Are they based on past data? Alternatively, are 
they based on future estimates? 

Reasonably accurate data has only been available 
for a short period of time. 

Data based on agricultural run off is for land that 
absorbs much of the rain and slowly releases it into 
streams and rivers, which is less likely to cause 
major flooding whereas rapidly developing residen- 
tial lands have a different run-off pattern. 

Run-off from new roads, footpaths and residential 
properties is rapid and sudden. There is no absorp- 
tion to slow it before entering creeks and rivers. 

Developers wishing to maximise land usage 
lobby councils to enclose creeks and streams in 
pipelines. When the pipes fail to cope with the 
increase of run-off caused from development then 
properties upstream face flooding where it previously 
never happened. 

People buying properties in good faith now face 
devaluing, higher insurance costs, unavailable insur- 
ance cover or loss of property. 

Who is accountable, council or the developers? 

This concern applies to all parts of the City of 
Greater Geelong, whose northern suburbs have 
become a developer's paradise. Creeks have been 
re-engineered to meet the demands of developers, 
causing floods in areas previously unflooded. 

Councils and their officers who rubber-stamp 
planning without examination and debate may find 
themselves facing litigation.

Tonnes of expense 

MARK Ruseler is apparently very happy with the 
carbon tax (Letters, August 26). 

However, his sweeping statements suggest he has 
accepted without question the government speil. 

One inconvenient fact is unavailability of alterna- 
tive reliable, cheap, base-load energy sources. This 
means that "as we switch energy sources" the price 
of energy will automatically become more expen- 
sive, not cheaper. 

As for the "billions of dollars in investment into 
cleaner options", most of it comes from government 
subsidies and grants. That is, taxpayers are funding it. 

The Productivity Report states that we already pay 
the equivalent of $44 per tonne of C02 in abatement 
subsidies. Add to that a carbon tax of $23 per tonne 
and Australia will pay $67 per tonne of C02. 



The UN reports that "going green" will cost $76 
trillion over the next 40 years. 

Bear in mind that the whole global 
warming/human-induced climate change catastro- 
phe scenarios are based on computer models that 
have proven spectacularly incorrect.

IF JIMMY Barnes never performed 
Working Class Man, then Geoff 
Goodfellow would have. 

The working class theme repeats 
throughout the Independent's conversation 
with the man described as Australia's 
toughest poet. 

Poetry and toughness are not quite com- 
fortable bedfellows - and working class 
people and snobbish poetry even less so. 

But Geoff has a ready answer. 

"I'm from working-class stock and my 
poetry is working class." 

The blue collar wordsmith will bring his 
unique voice to Geelong's Courthouse on 
Sunday. 

Goodfellow expected a sympathetic 
audience in Geelong. 

"Geelong's a working-class town. I think 
I've got something to say that will resonate 
with the people of Geelong. 

"Besides, I've got half a dozen cousins 
there and I don't mind showing off in front 
of them." 

Goodfellow admitted he entered the 
world of poetry with "a great deal of trepi- 
dation initially. 

"It seems an absolute contradiction to be 
writing poetry about working-class people 
but I'm trying to write poetry that commu- 
nicates with everyday people." 

If that was his aim, Goodfellow has well

and truly hit the mark. His latest book, 
Waltzing with Jack Dancer, is his ninth 
published volume of poetry, many of which 
have gone through reprints. 

But Goodfellow doesn't just write poet- 
ry. He performs it, sometimes in the most 
unlikely of places such as jails and con- 
struction sites. 



He was the writer in residence for the 
Construction, Forestry, Mining and Energy 
Union in 1990 and travelled the rails as 
'Poet on the Trains' on The Ghan, Indian 
Pacific and Melbourne Express. 

He has toured schools, performed at 
writers' festivals around the world and had 
his portrait painted for the Archibald prize. 

Despite all that, Goodfellow said his 
working-class roots still drove his work. 

His fight with cancer motivated his latest 
book, drawing on his family's boxing her- 
itage. 

"I'm a walk-up fighter brought up in a 
family of fighters and boxers, so when I 
was told I had up to five years to live I told 
the doctor he was wrong." 

Diagnosed with cancer of the throat, 
Goodfellow is now three and half years into 
a healthy living regimen - keeping his body 
in good shape, exercising and eating well. 

He confessed to infusing his perform- 
ances with black humour. 

"It's a good sign that we live in a healthy 
society when people can still laugh and cry 
with me as we go through the cancer jour- 
ney."

Home-grown: Holden's new 
Aussie built four-cylinder Cruze.

I olden Cruze is the first small, four- 
cylinder car to be built in Australia 
for too many years. Previously 
imported from a Daewoo plant in South 
Korea, it is now being produced in 
Holden's Adelaide factory. 

This is far from being an assembly oper- 
ation using imported parts. Many of the 
Holden Cruze components are made in 
Australia, including major body parts and 
plastics. Local content is approaching 50 
per cent and Holden is working at ways of 
further increasing this. 

Interestingly, the Cruze is built in the 
factory that once produced the Holden 
Monaro, though so many upgrades have 
been made it's almost totally new inside. 

As well as building the Cruze Series II 
in Australia, Holden has done a lot of 
design work on it. 

Holden invited engineers from overseas 
design teams of the same platform to this 
country so they could appreciate 
Australian drivers' desires in suspension 
characteristics, as well as the harsh road 
conditions that apply in many country 
areas. 

Alterations aren't just there to give the 
Cruze a new look, they also improve the 
flow of air off the back off the Cruze as 



part of the fuel reduction program. 

Model choice are Cruze CD, Cruze 
CDX and a new sporty version tagged 
Holden Cruze SRi. 

The big news is the launch of an all-new 
1.4-litre turbo-petrol engine that we feel 
will be the most popular of all the power- 
plants. We say that after an extended test 
drive of all the engine options during the 
launch of the Cruze Series II that was 
organised by Holden out of Melbourne. It 
took us onto some of Australia's best 
roads, encompassing the stunning Great 
Ocean Road and into the hills behind it. 

Fuel consumption of just 6.4 litres per 
hundred kilometres on the combined cycle 
is exceptionally low for a petrol car of this 
size. 

The existing Holden Cruze 1.8-litre 
petrol engine has been significantly modi- 
fied and a new design of 2.0-litre turbo- 
diesel has been introduced. 

Handling is precise, with good turn in 
and plenty of road grip and the ability to 
change direction without fuss if asked to 
do so part way through a corner. As is 
often the way in current model cars, the 
Holden Cruze has wide windscreen pillars 
that can create visibility problems. 

Holden has to be congratulated on the 
introduction of a four-cylinder model to its 
Australian-built lineup.

Sportswagon 
has Eurostyle

The major trend in recent years 
towards SUVs appeared to have 
sounded the death knell for the 
good old-fashioned station wagon. 
Languishing behind the newcomers in 
terms of style the traditional Ford and 
Holden wagons were bland in appear- 
ance and generally unexciting. 

That all changed with the arrival of 
the Holden Sportwagon in early 2008. 
Combining European wagon styling 
with the size of an Aussie six it is one 
of the most eye-catching vehicles on 
our roads. Gone are the days of 
Commodore station wagons that were 
designed to be big, spacious and sensi- 
ble. 

Unlike previous Commodore wag- 
ons which were built on a long-wheel- 
base platform, the Sportwagon sits on 
the same standard wheelbase platform 
as the Commodore sedan. 

Consequently it handles like the 
sedan, is easier to manouevre and is 
less intimidating. Yet it still provides 
extra load capacity. 

Accepting that in style, dynamics 
and cabin layout the wagon is identical 
to the sedan, we should focus on the 
rear compartment. 

To ensure the styling is sleek and 
sporty, Holden invested in new rear 
doors, with unique upper frames, to 
maintain the flowing profile view. 



The engine in our test car was the 
3.6-litre Holden V6 although the new 
3.0-litre engine has recently been 
added. The bigger six provides plenty 
of grunt from just about any revs, but 
is still not the quietest or smoothest 
powerplant in its class. 

Drive it around the city and suburbs 
and you will generally find petrol use 
in the 12 to 14 litres per hundred kilo- 
metres range. 

On the road the Holden Sportwagon 
turns in beautifully, and provides han- 
dling which is confidence-boosting. It 
really is almost sedan like in this 
important way. Standard ESP will help 
the driver who has made a major mis- 
take, but the car has to be going really 
hard before it's required. 

Holden engineers have done an 
excellent job in the station wagon vari- 
ant of the VE Commodore. Styling is 
spot on, the interior is well sized for 
the 'boutique wagon' class, has plenty 
of smart features. And build quality is 
generally pretty good. 

Holden Sportwagon manages to 
blend the versatility and convenience 
of an SUV with great looks and sedan- 
like ride, handling and performance. 
The range is keenly priced and bene- 
fits from all of the impressive design, 
engineering and dynamics offered by 
the VE Commodore sedan. It's a great 
effort by Holden.

FEW ANGLERS have taken to trolling for snapper. 
Those who have were rewarded with awesome cap- 
tures over the past two weeks. 

Paul Sterling landed plenty of small fish while 
trolling the edge of the channel from Point Henry to 
Wilson Spit but three fish over 4kg each in the past 
week demonstrated the rewards of this method. 

Byron Lee took similar snapper while trolling the 
inner-harbour directly out from the silos piers. 

Three lures seem to be bringing success: Koolie 
Minnows, Rapala Tail Dancers and Dr Evil, all of 
which can dived to over 9 metres, more than ade- 
quate for many parts of the bay. 

Soft plastic anglers started to see quality fish 
show on the spoil grounds off Hermsley and 
Leopold. While not in big numbers, the better fish 
were close to 4.5kg. 

Four-inch Gulp minnows and Squidgy flick baits 
were hard to go past. 

Damian Knowles fished bait where Wilson Spit 
intersects the channel for a great snapper of 8.3kg 
and another fish of 3kg, both caught on fresh 
pilchards. 

Squid seemed to be all along the peninsula over 
the past week, with the best captures from the grass 
beds in under 2m. Small jigs in a variety of colours 
did the damage. 

Danny Forth fished for squid at the mouth of 
Swan Bay where he had no trouble landing his bag 
limit. He then tried bait fishing later in the day in the 
same area, catching 16 whiting around 35cm and a 
magnificent flathead of 2.1kg. 

Dolphins herded salmon close to Point Wilson 
Pier, with Troy Faith one of the many anglers lucky 
enough to get into the action. Troy landed over 20 
big salmon on a variety of lures. 

Salmon were also found hard up against Alcoa 
Pier. While not as large as elsewhere, most averaged 
900g and provided plenty of fun as they worked the 
surface chasing small garfish. 

Dean Moore fished just off the mouth of the 
grammar school lagoon with a liberal berley trail to 
find plenty of garfish along with mullet and small 
salmon. 

A variety of species were taken among the boat 
moorings near Royal Geelong Yacht Club. Small

snapper dominated but quality salmon, trevally and 
trevalla were also taken, with Turtleback worms best 
lure. 

Frank Chee fished Fishermen's Pier for a few nice 



pinkie snapper, losing some around the boat moor- 
ings but finishing with two 45cm each on chicken 
baits. 

Corey Gallagher hit the Barwon River estuary for 
the second weekend in a row to find plenty of salmon 
as well as a few great silver trevally on soft plastics. 

I fished the surf with lures again, finding the 
salmon willing to bite in marginal conditions at 
Eastern View. Most were under 1kg but my haul of 
30-plus fish caught and released made for enjoyable 
angling. 

In freshwater, Lake Tooliorook was clearly the hot 
destination. Rainbow trout between 900g and 1.4kg 
were taken by all methods. 

Bait anglers should try Powerbait, fly anglers 
should use Woolly Buggers and lure fanatics can't go 
Oar Gee Lil Rippers. 

Deep Lake was discoloured but worth fishing for 
rainbows averaging just 1kg, with Powerbait and 
lures both working. 

Henry McMahon continued hammering Lake 
Bullen Merri, landing three brown trout over 4kg 
each in the past fortnight. Henry's fish took local 
gudgeon fished on the bottom. 

The average top catch at Bullen Merri has been 
closer to 1.8kg. 

Lake Elingamite rewarded anglers in small vessels 
with some outstanding captures, including redfin 
over 1kg and trout from 1.5kg and 2.5kg. Lures have 
been best. 

North Geelong's Seagull Paddock produced some 
big carp. Most were better than 1kg but some nudged 
over 4kg, with corn and bread ideal baits.
